The basketball season which had all Allentown and the 
many loyal -Berg alijunnl agog from the opening game to the rousing 
Madison Square Garden Tournament will come to a climax next Thursday 
night when a testimonial dinner will be held for the squad. Plana 
have been made to have as the principal speaker', none other than 
Lou Effrat, the outstanding expert on basketball of the New York 
Times sports staff. Lou is president of the Metropolitan Basketball 
Vvrlter’s Association and has seen and v/rltten about the greatest 
teams In the nation through his coverage of the games In Madison 
Square Garden and the nearby metropolitan areas. Av/ards will be pre¬ 
sented by the College Athletic Association and among the guests will 
be a number of prominent coaches and sports writers. 

The day after I wrote the last letter to you, the team re¬ 
turned to the campus to be given a rousing welcome by the students, 
College, and city officials and fans who had followed them through 
one of the beat years In basketball history at 'Berg. As the 1:15 
train pulled Into the Lehigh Valley station hundreds of students and 
townsfolk v/ere gathered there. A cheer swelled as the players, 
coaches and supporting cast stepped off the cars. The students had 
secured several jeeps and a considerable motorcade of cars for the 
trip to the College,and the squad boarded the gaily decorated jeeps 
and swept up Hamilton Street amid cheers from Interested onlookers. 

As the group approached the campus, they heard the college 
bell ringing and found students, dismissed from class for this Im¬ 
portant occasion, gathered on the back campus to add their welcome. 

A short program was presented, with Attorney Gene Gorman, an ardent 
Muhlenberg fan, as master of ceremonies. Dr. Tyaon, Councilman 
Robert Ritter, who represented Mayor Brighton C. Dlefenderfer, 

Guerney Afflerbach, and Coach Lee Coker were eloquent In their praise 
of the men who had compiled such a fine record on the courts. Jim 
Doran, captain of the team, v/as then introduced, and he, in turn, 
presented all the members of the squad, as well as ’’Scotty” Renwlck 
and ’’Dot” VVeigner, athletic secretary, whose activities vifere impor¬ 
tant assets to the success of the season. 

Harry Donovan did it again. His selection as honorary 
captain and member of the All-State team was announced recently. 
Harry, who participated In the All-East, All-Vifest charity game spon¬ 
sored by the New York Herald Tribune on March 30, scored three points 
during the fifteen minutes he played. All-East won by a score of 
60-59 and Harry, us the only Freshman on the team, did a grand job 
and brought additional credit to Mvihlenberg.

Virginia, This selection was made by the United Press and gives 
additional recognition to "Red" who was in there pitching with all 
he had during the entire season.

BILL promiaea a firat-rate 
Marine meal to any Mule v/ho will drop around to aee him. He had 
an opportunity to chat with LT. HARRY WEITZ and LT. BOB MURPHY, 
both, of whom are headed for Sasebo, Japan, while LT. ROY GARDNER, 
who was with him on Guam, has headed Stateside. LT. WELTON “VvIMPY” 
HEViITT la still the same old ball of fire and kept the boys enter¬ 
tained v/ith his jokes and gags before he shoved off for porta un¬

North China Mules could almost have a reunion of their 
own, for there are quite a few Marines stationed in that area.
